We, the inhabitants of Hongkong, 
are nota nation itis true, but we are sv 
isolated and cat. off from the outside’ world 
that wé are apt to live our own small lives, 
troubling little or nothing about what goes 
on in the great world around us and, being 
We do not. mean. to, 
say that everybody .in the Colony has all 
that he desires and wishes for nothing more, 


-| but we do say that Hongkong falk have got 


into a groove in-which they are satisfied to 


remain, and unless some strong influence is. 


brought to bear, upon themi it looks as 
though they will be likely to stick there for. 
‘everand aday.° * m a 
‘The whole life of Hongkong may be sum- 
med up in two words, Dollars and Sport. 
Nobody appears to care about aught else and 
the result is that, from an intellectual point 
of view, the Hongkong comniunity presents 
much ‘the appearance of a field of turnips. 
‘The turnip has sufficient intellectuality. to 
thrust forth, its roots-and gather in the inois-, 
ture and nutritive’matter from the ‘earth, as 
the Hongkongite applies himself to the 
gathering in of dollars ; it takes its exercise 
when its grees leavés wave in’ the breeze. 
and sunshine, and this keeps the plant 
‘healthy, much in the same manner as the 
Hongkongite plays cricket, tenifis or ‘golf; 
and the turnip, like the- Hongkongite,  has- 
.no wish to expénd any part of its energies 
in acquiring knowledge which would raise it 
jn the natural-kingdom.. It is satisfied, it
